J. George O'Brien, manager of the 
club, Tuesday announced the organ- 
ization’s plans in this respect. Point- 
ing out that elimination of the ditches 
must necessarily .be a long process, 
Mr.. O’Brien emphasized the neces- 
sity of making a start as soon as 


possible and working toward that 
end. \ 
The Automobile Club feels that} 


something should be done to elimin-; 
ate the dangerous roadie clitches 
from the roads of Michigan, said Mr. 
O’Brien. We have undertaken to 
bring the matter to the attention of | 
interested persons and organizations 
throughout the state in order to get 
something started along this line. 

We realize that elimination of the 
ditches is a big task and cannot be| 
‘accomplished in a day. It will mean j 
considerable expenditure of »° money 
over a period of years, but we. feel 
that the importance of the matter 
justifies whatever is necessary in 
order to eliminate these menaces to 
the safety of the’ public, 

But though immiediate accomplish- 
ment. of this end is impossible, it: 
must be.started sometime if it is ever 
to be done, and we feel that steps 
should be taken toward this end.

New School Law. 

The last legislature enacted a code 
of school law which contains much of 
the old law,.some new provisions and 
some changes, the reasons for which 
are hard to find. | 

Some of the important changes and 
hew provisions are as follows and are 
noted in a letter sent by the Depart- 
ment of Public Instruction’ to the 
Boards of Education and school suap- 
erintendents, These’ provisions. apply 
to all schools except those: organized 
under special or local. acts: (paro- 
chial.) ; 

First, the date of _ annual school 
meeting is changed from July to the 
second Monday in June. . School of- 
ficers and trustees elected at. this 
time must qualify within ten days but 
do ‘not assume’ office until July 1, 
This tcaves the old school board in 
office up to July 1. 

At the annual meeting on the sec- 
ond Monday in June, the law: provides, 
that the financial report of the -pre- 
seding school year shall be read. As 
the current school year will not be 
finished. the report to be read will be 
that of the school! year which ended 
nearly 8 year before. For jnstance, 
atthe annual. meeting on June 14, 
1928, the report.to ‘be: read will be 
that of the year beginning July 12, 
1926 and ending July 11, 1927. Any 
report of the current school year need 
not be read at the annual meeting. 
This leaves the district practically a 
year behind at the time of its annual 
meeting in getting its information as 
to district finances. ‘ 
| The law further provides that in 
all. graded school districts the board 
of education must publish, after the 
close of the current year an itemized 
financial statement covering the year. 
Thus, atthe close of the school year, 
1928, an itemized financial statement 
covering that year must. be published 
and this report is the one to be read 
on the second Monday in June, 1929. 

As under the old. law, the school 
board has. entire power as to making 
of the school budget and no budget 
is to be presented: or voted on at 
the annual school. meeting. The law 
apparently operates on the principle 
that what the taxpayers don’t know 
wil] not. vause them any un- 
ensiness-—until they find it out. later. | 

By another change the fourth Mon- 
day in July will be the last date for 
making application for high school 
tuition instead of the fourth Monday 
in June. 

The new law also gives any school 
district, except primary districts the 
power to form the district into one 
or more regular ‘voting preciicts, in 
which case “it would provide for the 
registration of voters, the nomination

Greater Butterfat, Production Follows 
Improved Feeding Methods 
i East Lansing, June 4---An_ in- 
creased production of butterfat and 
a consequent larger profit from the 
dairy herds of members of herd im- 
provement associations are shown by 
the reports of these organizations. 
The improved results are the. re- 
sult of better feeding methods, the 
culling out. of unprofitable cows, and 
j the selection of heifers from cow:

which produced an average of more 
than 400 pounds of butter per cow.

| Meyers, an Oceana county member, 
sold a three year old cow with a 53% 
pound record for 300 dollars.

sublimate, in experiments conducted 
at Michigan State Collége, has proved 
,to be the cheapest and most. effeetive 
method of controlling scab, black 
yscurf, and black leg. According to 
H. C. Moore, of the farm crops de- 
partment, there are three diseases 
that reduce yields and injure the 
‘market quality of potatoes in Mich- 
igan. 

The first step in the treatment of 

seed stock, ‘according to Mr. Moore, 
is to be sure that the potatoes are 
free from dirt. The seed should be 
soaked for 30 minutes in a solution 
of four ounces of corrosive sublimate 
to 30 gallons of water. The corrosive 
sublimate should be dissolved in a 
quart of hot water, then added to the 
cold water. Wooden barrels or tanks 
should be used in the seed treatment 
work. 
i To maintain the strength of the 
solution, add one ounce of corrosive 
,sublimate, dissolved in hot water, to 
each 30 gallons of the solution after 
treating two batches of seed. 

The seed shouid ,be treated while 
jt. ts dormant and before it is cut. 
The treating can be done, severa! 
weeks before planting time and the 
treated potatoes can be stored in 
crates in a room that is cool and light. 
1 Corrosive sublimate ig a deadly 
poison and should be kept out of the 
‘reach of children and. livestock. The 
treated seed should never be used 
‘for food purposes.
